GENERAL NOTES 


Nevada will be entitled to ai votes 
in the next National Repnblican Con- 
vention, 


Washoe county is the first in 
wealth in the State. It is first in 
agriculture, and in less than a year 
will be the first in mining. 


There is a case now in the Supreme 
Court of this State awaiting final ad-. 
judication.in which workingmen are 
greatly interested, because of the fact 
it involves the Constitutionality of the 
lien law. The case is that of Wells, 
Fargo & Co. against the Star Mining 
Company, of Cherry Creek, in White 
Pine county. The facts in the case as 
presented show that Wells, Fargo & Co. 
advanced money to the Star Mining 
Company, for which the latter gave a 
mortgage on the property. At the Star 
mill there were several men employed 
who had not received their wages for 
some time. These men, growing im- 
patient, filed liens against. the mill. 
Wells, Fargo & Co., however, say that 
their mortgage is prior to the liens, and 
bring snit against the mill to recover 
the amount of the mortgage. 


The New York Herald answers the 
Sun’s declaration that Holman can 
carry New York next year: Since 
the Republican party came into 
power in 1860, this State has never 
been carried by a Democrat who was 
not a resident here, while on two 
other occasions it has been lost 
during a Presidential year, aud that 


dates. On the other hand the Re- 
publicans do not labor under the 
disadvantage of having to select their 
candidate from New York, nor are 
they under the necessity of securing 
its electoral vote.

80 it is that the 
other Nations of the world pay our 
farmers for agricultaral products, but 
we pay them very little for their manu- 
factured articles, and the result is that 
the balance of trade is in our favor by 
over two hundred millions a year, We 
receive that much more than we pay 
out. We are that much richer. It was 
that that enabled us to resume and 
maintain specie payments, It is that, 
we say, that gives us good money in 
abundance. It is that, we repeat, that 
gives the farmers good prices. The 
Democratic party favors free trade, 
which means a reversal of the present 
order of things, financial revolution and 
ruin. 


It is positively stated by the New Or- 
leans correspondent of the New York
